The production of coal in Montana 


in 1312' was 
3,043,345 short 
tons, 


valued at $5,342,168, according to 13. 
W. Parker, of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. This is the first time 
the output of the state has passed 3,- 
000,000 tons. 


The first record of coal production 


in Montana, was made 32 years ag'G, In 
1S80, 
when the output amounted to 


only 224 tons. Up to 1SS8 the develop- 
ment had been rather slow, the out- 
put in that year amounting1 to 41,467 
tons. It rose to 363,301 tons in 13S9 
and Increased rapidly until 1895, when 
it reached a tctal of about 1,500,000 
tons. It averaged approximately that
